Deadly morning 

Man found dead in north end, woman clinging to life

Homicide detectives were 
kept busy yesterday 
morning, after a dead 
man was found outside 
an apartment building in 
the city’s north end, and a 
woman was found fight¬ 
ing for her life on a 
residential street. 


The first victim was dis¬ 
covered shortly after 1 a.m. 
on grass steps from the 
front door of Prideview 
Apartments at 8310 Jasper 
Ave. 

The adult male, whose 
body remained on scene 
covered in a white sheet 
through the morning com¬ 
mute, was pronounced 
dead on scene. 

Detectives spent much of 


the morning interviewing 
residents and scouring a 
sixth-floor apartment. 

The second victim was 
discovered after emergency 
crews received a call at 4:10 
a.m. with a report of a 
woman lying injured in the 
street. 

Paramedics found the 
victim at 79 Street and 121 
Avenue with serious in¬ 
juries. 


She was transported to 
hospital in “very critical” 
condition, Edmonton Po¬ 
lice Services spokeswoman 
Patrycia Thenu said. 

Identities of both victims 
have not been released. 

If confirmed homicide, 
the male victim will be 
considered Edmonton’s 
20th homicide victim of 
2009. There were 22 homi¬ 
cides this time last year.

A survey of staff across 
the country found that 72 
per cent of respondents 
said demand for food serv¬ 
ices has increased during 
the last 12 months. About 
40 per cent said food dona¬ 
tions have declined, while 
23 per cent noted an 
increase, according to 
results released yesterday. 
Almost 24 per cent said do¬ 
nations had remained the 
same. 

“Eveiything that’s com¬ 
ing in is immediately 
getting packed into food 
packages to give out to fam¬ 
ilies as they’re coming 
through,” said Linda 
Wilson, a frontline 
Salvation Army worker in 
Windsor, Ont.

Disturbing report 


More than two million ba¬ 
bies and mothers die 
worldwide each year from 
childbirth complications, 
outnumbering child 
deaths from malaria and 
HIV/AIDS, according to a 
study released yesterday. 

The study, launched at the 
International Federation of 
Gynecology and Obstetrics 
world congress in South 
Africa, also showed that 
such deaths could be easily 
avoided. Some 1.02 million 


babies are stillborn and an¬ 
other 904,000 die soon af¬ 
ter birth. By comparison, 
820,000 children die from 
malaria and 208,000 die 
from HIV/AIDS worldwide. 

About 42 per cent of the 
world’s 536,000 maternal 
deaths also occur during 
childbirth, according to the 
study. Deaths in Africa and 
South Asia account for 
three-quarters of the mater¬ 
nal and infant deaths.

Gagner should look to Crosby for inspiration 



W hen third- 
year centre 
Sam Gagn¬ 
er dropped 
the gloves 
and threw down with Cal¬ 
gary Flames veteran Craig 
Conroy in the Oilers’ open¬ 
er, more than a few fans 
probably covered their 
eyes. 

After all, Gagner’s career 
fighting record is slim to 
begin with — and the Oil¬ 
ers need the youngster’s 
hands to be contributing 
in different ways if Edmon¬ 
ton hopes to reach the 
post-season for the first 
time since that heady run 
to the final in 2006. 

But in getting the better 
of Conroy and not doing 
any damage to himself in 
the process, Gagner sig¬ 
nalled that it was a brand 
new year for him, and a 
blank slate he wants to 


take advantage of. 

Gagner’s sophomore 
jinx last season was the 
stuff of dictionary defini¬ 
tions. After going straight 
from the draft podium to 
the NHL in 2007-08, where 
he tallied 49 points as a 
rookie, Gagner’s numbers 
fell off last year. Now, 41 
points isn’t bad for a sec¬ 
ond-year player, but Ed¬ 
monton’s folly was betting 
that Gagner and fellow

Cogliano and Robert Nils¬ 
son would increase their 
offence, instead of regress. 
The latter happened, and 
therefore the playoffs did 
not. 

This was important be¬ 
cause the Oilers do not 
have a marquee player in 
their lineup. Sure, you may 
love Sheldon Souray or be 
occasionally dazzled by 
Ales Hemsky, but no one is 
trading either of those 
guys straight up for Rober¬ 
to Luongo, Pavel Datsyulc 
or Jarome Iginla. Sorry. 

Gagner, however, at least 
has the potential. He’s the 
kid who put up 180 points 
in his final year of minor 
hockey. He’s also the kid 
who put up 118 points in

his one year of junior, play¬ 
ing on a line with Patrick 
Kane and Sergei Kostitsyn 
on a great London Knights 
team.

I’m not trying to make a 
comparison here, but the 
most important jump in 
Sidney Crosby’s NHL devel¬ 
opment came in the face- 
off circle.

urbocharging has 
been around al¬ 
most as long as the 
internal combus¬ 
tion engine. 

It didn’t really become a 
regular feature on produc¬ 
tion cars until the mid- 
1970s, and its persona then 
tended toward rock star. 

The poster boy for this 
scene was the just-released 
1976 Porsche 911 Turbo. 

This is the point in histo¬ 
ry when fuel economy start¬ 
ed to be a concern, but also 
when hairy dudes strutted 
around in platform shoes, 
bell-bottom pants and poly¬ 
ester shirts that were diffi¬ 
cult to button up all the way 
(I’m assuming); and the 
Porsche fit right in, with its 
wail tail spoiler, big fat rear 
tires, and in-your-face turbo 
power. 

This is also when all 
forms of top level racing 
found the turbo religion, 
which subsequently created 
wild 1.5-litre engines that 
shrieked out 1,000 to 1,500 
horsepower. 

Today there are still many 
practitioners of hairy turbo 
machinery. But no longer is 
turbo technology shaped by 
a quest for ultimate power. 
Today’s turbo era is being 
shaped by the proliferation 
of diesel engines, and the 


human and government cry 
for better fuel economy. 

I recently spoke to Tom 
Grissom, director of busi¬ 
ness development for Borg- 
Wamer Turbo & Emissions 
Systems, one of the world’s 
largest providers of auto¬ 
motive turbocharger sys¬ 
tems. 

“Turbocharging is in a de¬ 
veloping stage here in 
North American, but it will 
trend toward mainstream, 
as the U.S. EPA emission 
and fuel requirements drive 
toward a 35 mpg fleet aver¬ 
age in 2016,” noted Gris¬ 
som. “Fuel efficiency is best 
achieved through smaller 
displacement engines. 

“But if you simply down¬ 
size the engine, there will 
be customer dissatisfaction 
... (Turbocharging) allows 
you to maintain the per¬ 
formance customers ex¬ 
pect.”

jection and turbocharging. 
The automaker feels these 
engines will be able to com¬ 
pete with larger engines on 
power and torque, but bet¬ 
ter them in fuel efficiency. 
Ford has stated that by 
2013, more than 90 per cent 
of its North American 
nameplates will be avail¬ 
able (standard or optionally) 
with an EcoBoost power- 
plant. 

But BorgWamer feels the 
largest growth potential for 
turbo-charging systems 
worldwide may be with 
diesel engines. 

Virtually any diesel en¬ 
gine introduced in the last 
few decades has been a tur¬ 


bocharged diesel engine. 
That black smoke you see 
coming out of old diesel 
cars and trucks is because in 
certain drive cycles, there 
was too much diesel fuel in 
the combustion chamber 
compared to the amount of 
air that could get in there. A 
turbo can pack that cylin¬ 
der with the appropriate 
amount of air. 

Now that they’re this 
good and this useffil, might 
turbochargers be as ubiqui¬ 
tous as cup holders one 
day? Grissom thinks not, 
because there will always be 
vehicles needed at the very 
bottom of the price ladder, 
and while diesels are grow¬ 
ing in North America, they 
will not dominate as they 
have in Europe. 

But except to see them in 
virtually every type of vehi¬ 
cle, and through every 
looming and questionable 
fashion movement.
